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Ratepayers Hear Annual Reports 
of Council and School Board; 

Six Ratepayers in Attendance 

Mayor Aboussafy Points to Reduction in Taxation 
During Past Few Years; Lighting System in Schools 
Said to be Unsatisfactory. 


1 Oliva Twins Say Thanks! 


The annual ratepayers meeting 
to hear the town and school annual 
reports saw a 100% increase in 
attendance on Friday night. Last 
year three ratepayers were in at¬ 
tendance, this year six took the 
trouble Of battling driftingj snow 
and sub-zero weather to 'hear the 
reports and take part in the dis¬ 
cussion. 

Mayor Aboussafy was chairman 
of the meeting during discussion 
of council business. In his remarks 
the Mayor pointed to the gradual 
reduction of town taxes during the 
past two years. He related three 
instances, tlftse being taxes in 
1944 set at $88.55, $101.00 and 
$123.35 which in 1946 had been re¬ 
duced to $76.46, $88.30 and $97.70 
respectively. He stated that tax 
reductions on property had aver¬ 
aged an approximate 15% reduc¬ 
tion. 

He touched on the fact that fire 
expenses showed an incrase. This 
was due to training a fire fighting 
brigade which would be properly 
trained should the town suffer a 
serious fire. In the $1156.14 item 
was also fire equipment such as 
hoses, etc. A fire truck Rad cost 
$1552. 

Due to heavy snow removal this 
winter the $6,000 budgeted for 
public works had exceeded that 
figure and had risen to $7,390. 

The Mayor praise^ his chairmen 
of the various committees for their 
work and 1 co-operative spirit, 
Finance Chairman John Ramsay 
read the financial statement and 
touchd on points which ha thought 
were not quite clear in the report. 

Ashes was a major subject un¬ 
der discussion. It was unanimously 
agreed that this had been a se¬ 
vere winter and one which did not 
lend itself greatly to the removal 
of ashes. The majority took the 
view that ashes could have been 
removed in greater volume than 
they have been however. Discus¬ 
sion arose on the feasibility of in¬ 
corporating ash collection into the 
Department of Public Works, the 
town to secure its own truck and 
two workmen. 

Debate favored this suggestion 
as the two men could be kept on 
ash removal and be constantly un¬ 
der the jurisdiction of the council. 
During the spring, summer and 
fall months part of their time and 
that of the truck could be used to 
advantage by the town on public 
works. 

An improved roadway to the flat 
was sought and Mayor Aboussafy 
revealed that one of the major im¬ 
provements contemplated by the 
council was to open third street 
right through to the Flat. Council 
was also giving consideration to 
the purification of the local drink¬ 
ing water this year. 

The Soldiers’ Plot was discussed 
along with the cemeteries. Im¬ 
provement to the cemeteries is to 
be maintained and information 
sought on the Soldiers’ Plot. 

It was agreed that council draft 
a resolution to be presented at the 
next annual meeting of the provin¬ 
cial municipalities’ convention 
dealing with relief and the fact 
that the provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments assume the entire costs 
of relief, 

Council was given a vote of 
thanks for its efforts on the rate¬ 


payers’ behalf during 1946. 

Mr. D. Holly was appointed 
chairman of the meeting to hear 
the school report. 

The school financial report being 
read Trustee McNeil gave a break¬ 
down of his Public Works depart¬ 
ment. $853 was spent on the ce¬ 
ment wall along side the High 
school. A contract has been let to 
paint the roofs and exterior of 
Central school for $1360, the heat¬ 
ing system at Cameron school was 
changed costing $1016.95. In addi¬ 
tion a bicycle rack is being built 
and when pipe becomes available 
it will be purchased to continue 
the rail fence on the west side of 
Central school down to the cement 
wall. 

Th question of electric light and 
its increased cost was brought up. 
Mayor Aboussafy'spoke in support 
of increased light and stated that 
under no circumstances shoul^ it 
be cut down. 

Principal Hoyle submitted his 
report. He stated the schools had 
21 rooms, there were five high 
school teachers and the total at¬ 
tendance was 580 students, of 
which the average attendance was 
520. There were 80 students in high 
school, 140 in intermediate and 300 
in public. The average attendance 
stood at 94%. 

The high school inspector had re¬ 
cently made his first -trip to the 
local school in three years while 
the public school inspector made 
frequent inspections. 

One point Principal Hoyle 
stressed and one which he had run 
up against on a few occasions was 
the fact that a student had to be 
15 years of age before he was per¬ 
mitted by law to stop attending 
school. No grade was mentioned. 
So often, he stated, parents erron¬ 
eously believed that once a student 
passed grade 8 he could stop 
school if he was so inclined. Pres¬ 
sure is placed on the principal 
by provincial law to report such 
pupils should they insist in re¬ 
fraining from attending school 
while they are still under the 15- 
year minimum age. 

Touching on 'the lighting ques¬ 
tion he states %hting system 
in the schools was most unsatis¬ 
factory. 

Outside attractions he attribut¬ 
ed to the restlessness of the stu¬ 
dents. Physical training was a 
compulsory subject. However 
should it be detrimental to a stu¬ 
dent's physical well being a par¬ 
ent need only call at his office in 
the high school and the matter 
could be discussed and a solution 
fpund to get the student credit for 
this subject. 

The question of accommodating 
school age youngsters this fall 
was discussed. Trustee McNeil 
stated that the Board was giving 
it full consideration and would no 
doubt come to some decision be¬ 
fore the fall term started. Trustee 
V&sek suggested that all children 
whose sixth birthday came on or 
before Dec. 31, 1947, be registered 
in order that the Board be in a 
position to determine what could 
best be done, 

A vote of thanks to the Trus¬ 
tees was tendered by Mayor 
Aboussafy on behalf of the rate-

Coal Commission Report 

The Royal Commission on 
Coal has submitted its report 
on the industry which it has 
had under study from coast 
to coast during the past, two 
years. Those who had expect¬ 
ed radical suggestions for the 
improvement and stability of 
the coal industry have been 
disappointed. 

The report favors the reten¬ 
tion of subventions to enable 
western and eastern coal areas 
to compete in the central in¬ 
dustrial areas of Canada in 
competition with U. S. coal. 

In assessing the Report the 
Calgary Herald sums up the 
whole subject nicely when it 
states: 

“If a body such as the Car- 
roll Commission makes rad¬ 
ical recommendations re¬ 
garding one problem, it can 
have little hope of seeing 
those recommendations im¬ 
plemented for they will 
almost inevitably run afoul 
of broad, long-established 
government policies. On 
the other hand, if it makes 
its recommendations with 
due regard to existing gov¬ 
ernment policies — as the 
Carroll Commission has 
done — it can scarcely rec- 
commend anything that 
will bring a very radical 
change in existing condi¬ 
tions.” 

Angus J. Morrison is being 
lauded in the west for his 
minority report which sug¬ 
gests that mining machinery 
and supplies be given special 
prefeience by the Customs De¬ 
partment. He asks that a 
permanent coal board be set 
up and define its duties. 

He recommends belter so¬ 
cial and working conditions 
for miners which all will con¬ 
cur. 

In respect to social condi¬ 
tions the Coleman mine oper¬ 
ators and miners’ union have 
long worked together for bet¬ 
ter' housing conditions for 
the miners. To both parties 
the day of the “miner’s shan¬ 
ty” is gone. Modern and com¬ 
fortable homes in which each 
miner and his family can 
rightfully take pride is the 
aim of mining and union lead¬ 
ers. Even in the face of the 
critical housing shortage at 
present being experienced 
here Ottawa officials have been 
told time and again that it is 
real homes that are wanted 
here and not the shacks that 
have been erected in the cities 
to help alleviate housing 
shortages. 

Municipal Hospital 

On Saturday, March 1, rate¬ 
payers in the Crows Nest Pass 
will have the opportunity of 
contributing towards one of 
the most progressive steps in 
the history of the Crows Nest 
Pass, sanctioning the money 
with which to construct and 
equip a modern 60 bed muni¬ 
cipal hospital. 

March 1 has been set as the 
voting day on the money by¬ 
law. If a two thirds majority 
says “yes” to the question 
. “Are you in favor of the by¬ 
law?” then the hospital board 
will immediately set machin¬ 
ery in motion which will see 
the start of construction just 


as soon as Spring weather 
permits. 

$185,000 has already been 
sanctioned. Cost of labor 
and material have risen to 
boost the total cost to $275, 
000 or $90,000 more than the 
amount sanctioned Dec 16 44. 

A modern hospital is posi¬ 
tively essential in this area. 
Too long have the residents of 
this area been serviced with 
n )thing more th in emergen¬ 
cy units. The doctors have 
been working under difficult! 
due to the fact they fail to 
have modern equipment in 
their hospitals. The seriously 
ill have to be sent to the citit s 
for proper hospitalizaiio, 
which in turn js accompanii d 
by heavy exppnpe. 

Of interest to the miners is 
the fact that provision is 
made for a fracture room. 
Fractures are common in a 
hea /y industrial area such as 
this and every effort is being 
made with modern equipment 
to cut down the percentage 
of men crippled thr ugh acci¬ 
dent 

To the ladies there is their 
own special wards and also 
the maternity ward. The 
latter will have every facility 
for mother, doctor and nurse. 

To the parents, there will 
be interest in the fact that 
young boys and girls ''ill 
have separate children’s 
wards. This is a feature that 
has never been attained in 
any other so called Pass hos¬ 
pital. 

There are numerous innova¬ 
tions for the care and comfort 
of the patient. All voters 
should thoroughly make them¬ 
selves familiar with the pro¬ 
posed hospital before getting 
up and opposing it. Let’s ad¬ 
vance! We loaned thousands 
of dollars during the war to 
kill, let’s loan other thousands 
of dollars to help cure. 

Civic Centre 

Can any Coleman citizen, 
with any love in their heart 
for the old home town, visu 
lize this community without 
a skating rink? The very 
thought of such a calamity 
causes all progressive-minded 
citizens to shudder at the 
thought. 

Such can be the case within 
a very few months if the Civic 
Centre project is not given 
the support it deserves by all 
community spirited citizens. 
The arena is definitely con¬ 
demned as being unsafe. 

To match steps with Cole¬ 
man’s progress, community 
leaders are promoting the 
idea of constructing a Civic 
Centre which would provide 
recreational facilities for old 
and young. 

Its cost will be heavy, pos 
sibly $50,000 or more, but re¬ 
gardless of the amount it will 
be an investment in the future 
of our youth and the future of 
the town. 

It is only through recrea¬ 
tional facilities that the name 
of one’s town can be spread 
across the sports’ pages and 
no one can deny the fact that 
Coleman with its arena and 
its tennis courts has not had 
more than its share of sports’ 
headlines giving publicity to 
the teams and players involv¬ 
ed and the community. 


Now that it is about to lose 
its arena which has served 
the citizens well over the past 
26 years sober thought must 
be given the Civic Centre pro¬ 
ject in order that the town 
might not lose its recreation¬ 
al facilities enjoyed over a 
period of years but have a 
chance to increase those faci¬ 
lities in order that more citi¬ 
zens can be allowed to take 
advantage of them.

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Induction and Institution ol St. Alban's Rector 

Wednesday, January 29th, 1947, 8:00 p.m. 


The Bishop of Calgary, the Rt. 
Rev. H. R. Ragg, visited Coleman 
on Wednesday last in order to con¬ 
duct the ceremony of the Induction 
and Institution of the Rev. L S. 
Mann, AKC, as the new rector of 
the pariah of Coleman-Blaiitmom 
(Mr. Mann success the Rev. W. 
Grazier who, as Coleman residents 
will know, has been forced to re¬ 
sign the living for health reasons.) 

The bitter unkindness of the 
weather did not prevent an excel¬ 
lent representative gathering in 
the church. Blairmore as well as 
Coleman attending well. The Angli¬ 
can bishop is a man of attractive 
personality, informal, and of a 
very simple but very magnetic 
faith; coupled with which, an In¬ 
duction is always an event in any 
English church, and it was obvious 
that supporting members did not 
intend .that hard weather should 
interfere with their faithful atten¬ 
dance at the Service. Supporting 
the Bishop (and acting as his 
Chaplain for the occasion) was the 
Rev. R. N. R. Holmes, (the Rural 
Dean) who came up from Macleod 
with one of his churchwardens for 
the occasion. The Rector of Pin- 
cher Creek an^ .the principal of S. 
Cyprian’s school, Brcket, both 
wished to be present but were 
hindered by the weather. 

The service followed the usual 
order as set forth in the Prayer 
Book, Mr. F. Graham and Mr. H. M. 
Bennett, the respective Wardens of 
Coleman and Blairmore, represent¬ 
ing the laity of the two parts of 
the parish. Enthusiastic singing and 
a very intense application by the 
congregation ito the various stages 
of the Service (and particularly to 
the Six Obligations, five entered 
upon by the neiwly appointed Rec¬ 
tor, and one by the assembled 
people), culminate^ in a .short and 
simple but equally sincere address 
by the Bishop. Among the points 
of his talk were his emphasis up¬ 
on the duo-lateral aspect of the 
Sendee, in whic^ not only is the 
priest dedicated to the spiritual 
service of his people but they also 
are committed to responsibility no 
less far reaching. Both priest and 
people would do well continually to 
| remind themselves of thi s by more 
than occasional reference to the 
Form of Service as printed in their 
respective prayer-books. A further 
point was the Bishop’s wise com¬ 
parison between the twin attrib¬ 
utes of faithfulness and popular¬ 
ity. These, he told has attentive 
listeners, do sometimes go hand in 
hand, but only very rarely. Nor¬ 
mally where the Parish Priest 
was concerned they cenrtainly did 
not. They travelled, on the con¬ 
trary, divergent and very oppo¬ 
site roads, and it was perhaps a 
far better thing that a Rector 
should have said of him that he 
was faithful rather than that he 
was merely popular. An ideal was 


the combination of the two, but 
this was seldom achieved, faith¬ 
fulness normally having to suffer 
and give ground for the sake of 
popularity. Nor would this seem 
remarkable to any who wished to 
give the matter serious thought. 
The service closed with the Bish¬ 
op’s Benediction, after which the 
members of the congregations and 
the clergy (including Dr. Ragg) 
adjourned to the Parish Hall 
where the Women’s Guild had pre¬ 
pared a most varied and generous 
supper. For those who, with the 
Bishop, had already dined sumptu¬ 
ously at Mrs. Graham’s table (the 
wife of the Coleman Peolpes’ War¬ 
den) this might well have proved 
an ordfeal, but the daintiness of 
the sandwiches and ithe delicious- 
ness of the cakes did not permit 
of such a situation arising. The 
Bishop, during the supper, bid an 
informal aiy witty welcome to the 
new Rector, to be followed by (the 
Rural Dean, Mr. Holmes, who add¬ 
ed his Deanery’s welcome. To 
these short and 1 friendly speeches 
Mr. Mann made his suitable reply, 
asking for the prayerful co-opera¬ 
tion of his people in all that re¬ 
quired to be done in the parish. He 
apologized for the quite unavoid¬ 
able absence of Mrs. Mann from 
this part of the proceedings (»r- 
though she had attended the ac¬ 
tual service in the church). She 
was' primarily the mother of a 
still quite young daughter whose 
bath and bedtime was at such an 
hour her only concern, and he (the 
rector) trusted that the parishion¬ 
ers would respect this always. 

The happy little social function 
closed down shortly before ten- 
thirty, leaving a tired Bishop to 
f get what sleep he might before 
departing for Calgary on the early 
morning train, and an almost as 
tired new rector to return to his 
wife and home, say his prayers, 
and climb thankfully into his bed. 

Biographical Notes 

The Rev. L. S. Mann, Associate 
of King’s College, University of 
London, was ordaine^ to the Priest¬ 
hood in 1933. He served in S. 
Africa from 1935 until 1938, when 
he joined the staff at S. Martin’s 
in the Field (the famous broadcast 
church, leaving hi s work to take 
his commission in the RAF shomy 
before the outbreak of war. Ser¬ 
ving 0 n RAF stations in England 
until after the Battle of Britain, he 
was poste^ to the Rhodesian Air 
Training Group towards the end of 

1941, and served there until his 
mediical discharge at the end of 

1942, since when Jig has been rec¬ 
tor of Empangeni (with Felixton, 
Ntambanama, Kwambomambi, Mlpo- 
sa, Mtubatuba and Hluhluwe) in 
the Diocese of Zululand, S. Africa. 
He also during this period acted 
as Temporary Chaplain to several 
SAAF squadrons (coastal com¬ 
mand) based in his parish.

Dad curls, the youngsters skate 
or use the gymnasium while 
mother U9es the library? or club 
room. If we understand our youth 
a lot of our family troubles will 
disappear. Can you imagine Cole¬ 
man without a rink At present it 
is the centre for most of our ath¬ 
letic and recreational activities, 
but a rink isn’t enough.

What provision are we 
making for nonskaters They de¬ 
serve consideration and with a 
little effort we can make provisions 
for their needs. When the time 
comes let’s give hearty support to 
Coleman’s new venture.

Explanation To 
Subscribers 

Late in December last The 
Journal received its initial cir¬ 
culation audit from the Audit 
Bureau of Circulation, Chicago, 
Ill., which credits The Journal 
with a paid up average weekly 
circulation from July 1 to Sept. 
30, 1946, of 568 copies. 

Reason for the audit was two 
fold. First, The Journal has 
never made a practice of inflat¬ 
ing its circulation figures to 
...either the national advertiser nor 
the local advertiser anj the 568 
circulation will be received by 
both thse advertisers without the 
slightest doubt as to its accur¬ 
acy. 

Secondly, the price of news¬ 
print has risen so steeply that 
The Journal has been forced to 
call a halt to subscriptions more 
than three months in arrears. In 
June, 1942, monthly cost of 
newsprint the The Journal was 
$13.44. Today the same amount 
costs $21.25. 

The Audit Bureau of Circula¬ 
tion discards all subscriptions 
three months in arrears which 
means that The Journal gets no 
credit for them, on its circulation 
figure. As a direct result of this 
rule The Journal is now, discon- 
continuing subcriptions 3 months 
in arrears and in order to inform 
subscribers as to when their 
subscription expires the expiry 
date is placed along the name 
slip on local papers and on the 
wrapper on those papers sent out 
of town. A glance reveals how 
your subscription stands. 

f Since adopting the “three 
months and out” practice the 
large majority of these arrears 
have been paid up in full and the 
subscription paid a year in ad¬ 


vance. This has shot the figure 
over the 600 mark which be- 
cdmes official when the next 
audit is made by the Bureau.

Canada's Navy 


DURING THE WAR the Royal Canadian Navy rose to a high place 
among the naval forces of the Allied nations, and served with distinction in 
many parts of the world. As was the case in all the armed services, naval 
personnel was recruited from every part of the Dominion, but it was fre¬ 
quently noted that a large percentage of those who served in the Navy came 
from the Prairie Provinces, and although they are situated So far from the 
sea, it is probable that many fronTthe Prairies will be included in the com¬ 
plement of 10,000 officers and ratings who will make up the peacetime 
strength of Canada’s Navy. A recent report issued from Naval Service head¬ 
quarters at Ottawa, showed that 8,600 officers and ratings have already 
been taken on, and that applications for entry or re-entry are averaging 
more than 2,000 a month, of which about .200 are being accepted.

Advice On Care 
Of The Fur Coat 


But Johannesburg has many other 
distinctions apart from gold. It is the 
largest city and the centre of the 
densest European population in South 
Africa; it is the financial and trad¬ 
ing hub of the Union; the largest 
centre of manufacturing industry; 
the Union’s most important distribu¬ 
tor and marketer; the arterial centre 
and 'base of thp country’s railways; 
and the Union's airway axis. 

The focus of Johannesburg’s riches 
is the wonderful gold-bearing range 
of low hills called the Witwatersrand. 
Journeying from Cape Colony during 
the middle of last century pioneers, 
shortly after crossing the Vaal River, 
came upon a low-lying ridge of hills 
which, from the silvery streams 
coursing down their southern slopes 
they gave the name of Witwaters¬ 
rand, meaning Ridge of White Wa¬ 
ters. 

Tracings of ancient workings on 
the northern side of the Witwaters¬ 
rand indicate that, to some extent, 
gold was mined in this district long 
ago, but the fields were not really 
rediscovered until 1884, when a pion¬ 
eer, Fred Struben, stjruck a rich vein 
on a Dutch farmer's la#d about 
twelve miles west of the site of Jo¬ 
hannesburg. This proved to be mere¬ 
ly a quartz vein, and not the real 
main reef. The finding of this took 
place a couple of years later, and a 
frenzied rush of speculators followed. 
They came on foot, by ox-wagon, , by 
the most ramshackle vehicles imag¬ 
inable and very soon a camp of min¬ 
ers was established.

Spare the rub to save the fur, 
clothing specialists of the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture advise own¬ 
ers of fur coats or fur-trimmed coats. 
Where there is a rub, there is sure to 
be wear which eventually will show 
up in worn patches on the fur. Rubs 
may come from handbags or books 
carried under the arm, from hats 
that are low in the back and rest on 
fur collars, or from heavy jewelry 
worn at neck or wrist. 

Avoid wear also by removing a fur 
coat—or at least loosening it—before 
sitting down. This will help prevent 
the familiar worn places often seen 
j across shoulders or hips of fur coats. 
Never sit in a fur coat that is wet or 
even damp, the specialists advise, be¬ 
cause this mats the fur. 

Most women know that fur coats 
should be placed on hangers i 
as they are taken off, but not 
j attention is given to the rigl 
j of hanger. A sturdy wooden hanger 
j with rounded, smooth 
] the shoulders in shape 
] hanger should have a long hook so 
[ that the fur collar does not rub j 
against the closet pole. Be sure the 1 
] coat has plenty of space in the closet j 
! and is not jammed between other 1 
1 clothes. 

j Heat and drying also may damage 
] fur. The specialists advise keeping a j 
] fur coat in a cool closet away from | 
radiators. They also suggest keeping ] 
fur away from hot sunshine, and ] 
never standing in front of a hearth 1 
fire or stove when wearing fur. If fur j 
gets wet, hang the coat in a cool, i 
well-ventilated place where it dries 
slowly. When dry, shake the fur, 
gently and brush with a soft brush
